CHICAGO—Too much gold, im- 


ported from Europe is responsible 
for the high cost of living Prof. 
John R. Commons, Madison, told the 
National Association of 
Employ- 


ment Managers today, 


"If we could ttop all profiteering 


and labor restrictions it would- not 
affect the high cosi .of. living, Prof. 
Commons said. "The first great' im- 
portant move in getting industrial 
peace is stabilizing the dollar. The 
gold of Europe has come to 
this 


country. 
Not until the gold goes 


back and Europe becomes settled 
again will, living in America 'be- 
come once more normal." 


He proposed that the fluctuation 


in prices be prevented-'by changing 
the amount of gold in the dollar 
each month, to maintain an average 
standard of living. Every six months, 
he said, employers should make a 
change in wages as prices fluctuate,' 
either up or down, without the spur 
of direct action by the unions.
